The Members having been duly sworn at the office of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor by His Honour and having subscribed to the Roll 
containing the Oath on this date took their seats, all being present 
except L. G. DeVeber. | 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House and 
took his seat on the Throne. 


The Provincial Secretary then said : 


I am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor to 
inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes of the 


summoning of the present Legislature of this Province until a Speaker 


of this House shall have been cliosen according to law; but today at 


_ the hour of three thirty o’clock His Honour will declare the causes 


_ of the calling of this Legislature. 


. His Honour then retired. 
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The Premier, Mr. Rutherford, addressing the Clerk, nominated 
Charles Wellington Fisher, Esquire, Member for the Electoral 
Division of Banff, to take the Chair of this House as a Speaker, sec- 
onded by the Attorney General. |

The Clerk having asked if there were other nominations, put the 
motion and declared the ‘‘Ayes’’ have it. He then declared Charles 
Wellington Fisher duly elected Speaker. 


The Speaker retired and re-entered the House between the 
Premier and the Attorney General, who escorted him to the Chair. 


The Speaker, standing on the upper step, briefly thanked the 
House for the honour conferred upon him. The Speaker took his seat 
and the Mace was placed on the Table by the Clerk. 


His Honour returned to the House and took his seat on the 
Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said : 


May it please Your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the performance of 
those duties I should at any time fall into error I pray that the fault 
may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, whose servant I am, 
and who, through me, the better to enable them to discharge their 
_ duty to their King and country, hereby claim all their endowed rights 
and privileges especially that they may have freedom of speech in 
their-debates and access to your person at all seasonable times, and that: 
their proceedings may receive from you the most favourable con- 
struction. 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


Iam commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor to 
declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and attachment of 
the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Government and not 
doubting that their proceedings will be conducted with wisdom, 
temper and prudence he grants and upon all occasions will recognize 
and allow their constitutional privileges. 

I an commanded also to assure you that the Assembly shall have 
ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions and all 
their proceedings as well as their work and actions will constantly 
receive from him the most favourable construction. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne : 
MR. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY:-— 


It affords me great pleasure to welcome you to the performance 
of your duties upon this the occasion of the opening of the First 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


The advent of Provincial Autonomy in this and in our sister 


Province of Saskatchewan is a matter of gratification and pride not 


only to our own people but to the Dominion as a whole, and in your — 


name I thank the people of the older Provinces for the expressions of s 


goodwill towards us voiced in the Addresses adopted in their respective 
representative Assemblies, and greet them as kinsmen in the great 


family of Confederation into which we now are proud to enter. I 


congratulate each one of you upon being privileged to take part in an 
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event fraught with so much importance to this Dominion, and 
particularly to Western Canada, as the opening of this first represent- 
ative Assembly in the Province. 

Our thanks are due to Divine Providence for the bountiful harvest 
with which we were blessed during the past year. Insomuch as the 
fruits of the soil are at the basis of the material prosperity of any 
country the glorious heritage to which the people of this Province 
have been called justifies a boundless confidence in its future. 

It is my privilege on your behalf to offer to Our Sovereign Lord 
King Edward the Seventh and to Her Most Gracious Majesty Queen 
Alexandra the continued loyalty and devotion of our people. It is a 
matter of gratification to us that we are shortly to be honoured by a 
visit from His Royal Highness Prince Arthur of Connaught. 

It is with pleasure that I extend a welcome on your behalf to the 
settlers that have poured into this Province during the past year; and 
while it is a matter of congratulation that settlement has increased 
with such unparalleled activity it is still more gratifying to observe 
the high standard of the character of that immigration. It shall be 
the especial care of ny Government to encourage such settlement by 
every available means. 

All sections of the Province bear evidence of steadily increasing ' 
activity and enterprise on the part of our people, especially in agri- 
culture, dairying and kindred pursuits. The rapid advancement and 
growing importance of the dairying industry requires that sufficiently 
ample provision be made for its assistance and encouragement by my 
Government, and in this connection the establishment and mainten- 
ence of creameries controlled by the Government will be a matter to 
which your attention will early be directed. ‘The importance of such 
provision to the farming community can scarcely be overestimated. 

Proper provision for an active policy for the improvement of live 
stock and agriculture generally will also engage your attention. 
Measures will be submitted to you looking towards the registration of 
brands and the protection of those engaged in the industry of cattle 
raising. In this connection, also, it is felt that the public grant to 
exhibitions might well be somewhat augmented, and you will be 
asked to pass upon an amendment of the law in this regard. 

The organization of the Province upon proper constitutional lines 
is a matter of the first importance and in order that public affairs may 
be efficiently and expeditiously conducted it is necessary that the 
management of the several branches of the Public Service be put in 
charge of appropriate Departments. ‘To this end measures will be 
submitted for your approval providing for the proper and efficient 
organization of the several Departments of the Public Service. 


The influx of immigration and rapid settlement of the Province 
renders imperative a progressive policy with regard to the construction 
and repair of roads and bridges, and your consent wil! be asked to the 
provisions it is proposed to make for this purpose. 


The duties devolving upon the Province in relation to the Admin- 
istration of Justice within its borders and the care of its insane, as 
well as the necessary provisions for its public buildings will likewise 
be brought before you, and your consent will be asked to the provis- 
ious in this regard included in the estimates of the expenditure for the 
oming year. 

_ The growing necessities of commercial and social activity in the 
ce require that telephonic communication between the different 
is of the Province should be rendered as inexpensive and 
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effective as possible, and your careful attention will therefore be 
directed to the consideration of providing means towards this end. 

Insomuch as the present law with relation to Mechanics’ Liens, 
their registration and enforcement, is found in many respects to bear 
hardly upon the labouring classes a measure will be submitted for your 
approval providing means whereby the rights enjoyed by all 
mechanics or labourers under the present law may be rendered capable 
of enforcement in a simple and inexpensive way. 

The present law governing public health and sanitation having 
been found by practical experience to be unworkable and in many 
respects inadequate to meet the growing necessities of the Province 
my Government is desirous of making provision for every phase of 
public health and sanitation, and a measure will therefore be sub- 
mitted to you looking towards this end and providing for the proper 
and effectual enforcement of the provisions of the law in this regard. 

Among the other measures which will be submitted to youare: 
A Bill providing for the registration of titles of land in the Province; 
a Bill making provision for the establishment at such time as the 


growth of the Province warrants of a Provincial University ; Bills. 


providing for the appointment of such public officers as Coroners, 
Justices of the Peace, Sheriffs, and Clerks of the Court. 

The present law relating to the regulation of coal mines and the 
inspection of steam boilers having proved inadequate in practice legis- 
lation in this regard will also be brought to your notice. 

The Public Accounts will be laid before you for your consideration 
at the earliest possible moment and ‘the Estimates for the coming year 
will also be submitted to you for your approval at an early date. 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY:— 


To the several matters herein referred to and to all others that may 
be brought before you, I invite your careful attention, with the fullest 
confidence that the result of your deliberations will be beneficial to the 
Province and to the Dominion as a whole. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the House.

gation, all lakes and fisheries within the boundaries; 

That we humbly regret that no reference is made of our being 
deprived of the right to levy an assessment upon the property of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway; in consequence the lands of the corporation 
do not contribute their share towards the construction of the roads 
and bridges and other necessities of the settler whose pioneer labours 
have helped to make these lands so valuable. ‘That we regret that 
the timber has also been w’thheld from the Provinces and large tracts 
given away or sold for non ‘nal consideration to private individuals or 
corporations from whom the pioneers of the Province are compelled 
to buy; 

That we regret that the revenues from timber lands are not 
available for provincial purposes as they are in other provinces; that 
this House also views with grave apprehension the legislation out- 
lined in the Speech from the Throne pertaining to mining. Knowing 
as we do that such legislation will throw upon this Government 
additional burdens of expenditure while the royalties of the products 
of the mines are collected by the Federal Government for the benefit 
of the Dominion; 

That whereas, by the Autonomy Act the capital of the Province 
has been located at the City of Edmonton until such time as the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council otherwise directs, it is the opinion of 
this House that the Government should at once declare its policy on 
this question. That this House views with grave apprehension the 
fact that the right of legislating on education has been so much 


restricted by the Autonomy Bill with the result of tending to divide 


the people of the Province into two religious factions and in the 
opinion of this House such a condition of affairs will seriously retard 
the fostering of a united sentiment within the Province and may affect 
the unity of the whole Dominion. ; 

In the settlement of this question the House regrets that the 
principal of equal rights to all and special privileges to none has not 
been kept in view. 


This House further regrets that no reference has been made in 


the Speech from the Throne to the important question of a joint 
investigation by the four western Provinces to ascertain the feasibility 
of the Hudson’s Bay route as an outlet for the farmer’s products. 
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We hold this as of the greatest importance, especially when the 
eastern Provinces are straining every point to have our products 
shipped through them to the seaboard; whereas, if the Provinces of 
British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba built a rail- 
way to Hudson’s Bay western Canada would be as near to the world’s 
markets as is the City of Toronto or Montreal and the value of our 
products would be correspondingly increased. 

In regard to the measure outlined pertaining to the telephone 
communication this House not only holds that such should be assisted 
but that the Province should own and operate all long distance tele- 
phones and that legislation should be passed providing for the owner- 
ship and control of local systems by the municipalities directly 
concerned. | 

Further that local and long distance telephones should be so 
connected and controlled so to provide the people of the country 
cece ial a telephone service at least as cheap as that in the towns 
and citiés. 

This House observes with satisfaction the measures proposed for 
the encouragement of dairying, the improvement of live stock and 
other branches of farming and the building of roads and bridges. 

The House believes, however, that the Government should go 
further and provide substantial assistance to the important industry 
of the raising of sugar beets and the manufacture of beet sugar an 
industry which distributes large amounts of money to the farmers and 
labourers of the country and is capable of immense development.

It is with very great pleasure that I receive this Address from the 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta. I was very glad 
when I heard that the course of my journey through western Canada 
was to include a visit to the capital of the most recently formed Pro- 
vince whose area is equal to that of any European state. I have been 
deeply impressed by the grandeur of the scenery through which I 
have travelled in the past few days and I am glad to think that nature 
who has furnished such a wealth of beauty to please the eye has been 
equally kind in providing the more material resources which are so 
necessary to the advancement and prosperity of any colony.

hundred dollar fee an additional fee under The Companies Ordinance 
which in the case of a Company capitalized at say five million would 
amount to about twelve hundred dollars. 

Your Committee think that such requirements should be continued. 

Your Committee would also recommend that the powers of Rail- 
way Companies should be confined strictly to the construction and 
operation of railways, but of course they should be permitted to own 
and operate telegraph and telephone lines for their own use only.
